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Natalie had 
baby weeks 
before killing 

A young mother allegedly murdered by her ex¬ 
boyfriend had given birth to their son just six weeks 
before, a court was told. 

Natalie James, who also had a seven-year-old son 
from a previous relationship, died of a knife wound 
at her home in Kings Road, Rushall, in August. 

Ex-partner Carl Truffas has pleaded not guilty to 
her murder and is stand¬ 
ing trial at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 

The jury was told on 
Monday that 33-year- 
old Truffas had broken 
into Miss James’s flat on 
August 6 following acri¬ 
monious text messages 
between the pair. 

He is said to have 
smashed a window with 
a brick at the 23-year- 
old’s home and then 
wrecked her TV to “let 
his anger out”. 

Miss Deborah Gould, 
prosecuting, said when 
Miss James returned to 
her flat early on August 
7, following an evening at a friend’s house, she 
reported the burglary to the police. Miss Gould said 
while officers were at the flat, neighbours saw 
Truffas scaling a wall and hiding before running 
back after the police patrol car had left. 

“Natalie James and her friend Jennifer Staples 
were in the kitchen,” she said. “The defendant came 
bounding in manic and wide-eyed. 

“He grabbed her by the throat and reached behind 
him and pulled an eight-inch blade with a serrated 
edge from the sink. He put the knife up to her face. 
She tried to push him away and shouted ‘stop’.” 

Miss Gould said it was as Miss Staples called 999 
that Truffas stabbed Miss James. 

“Jennifer found Natalie slumped in the kitchen, 
there was blood everywhere. The defendant was 
astride her covered in blood, he kept repeating ‘I love 
you, Nat’.” 

The police then arrived and arrested Truffas, who 
had drunk up to eight pints of lager and taken 
cocaine, the court heard. 

When details of the case were read out, Miss 
James’ friends and relatives were in tears. 

Truffas denies murder and claims he acted in self 
defence. He has pleaded guilty to burglary. 

The trial continues. 

Manor to miss 
MRSA target 

There have been six cases of MRSA at Walsall 
Manor Hospital in the last year, it has emerged. 

The number, revealed at a board of directors 
meeting at the Pleck Road hospital, means it will 
miss its target of six for the financial year. Shahana 
Khan, director of finance, said the news was “disap¬ 
pointing” for the trust. In the report she put before 
the board, she said the trust takes any cases of 
MRSA seriously and each case would be “thoroughly 
investigated”. 

The hospital is working with the primary care 
trust and the strategic health authority to find new 
ways of working. It was reported that the number of 
cases of MRSA fell to an all-time low at Walsall 
Manor Hospital in 2009 with three cases compared 
with nine in 2008-09.

Schools face 
bill for taking 
on students 

Schools which have taken on pupils from a 
doomed Walsall school halfway through the year are 
being forced to foot the bill after the council said it 
was not possible to fund them. 

Scores of pupils have left Sneyd Community 
School in Bloxwich before its official closure at the 
end of this school year. But the funding paid to the 
Vernon Way school for the pupils does not follow 
them if they change before the end of the year. Most 
of the pupils are transferring to Brownhills School. 

Helen Keenan, head of Brownhills School, had 
appealed for the funding to be redirected to the 
schools taking on Sneyd pupils. 

But bosses at Serco, the private company in 
charge of education in Walsall, said her request 
could not be supported. Any money left over at Sneyd 
School after it closes this year will go into the educa¬ 
tion budget for the whole of Walsall. 

This led to a funding gap of around £90,000 for 
Brownhills School, Deakin Avenue, after it took in 
60 mid-year admissions from Sneyd. Mrs Keenan 
said: “All we will get funded for the children now is 
from September - it’s tough luck basically. 

“The most important thing should be the children 
and their welfare, but it was said the most important 
thing is that Sneyd doesn’t close with a deficit.” 

Graham Talbot, of Serco, said: “The forum was 
unable to support the request from Brownhills on 
the grounds that the school had been fully funded for 
all pupils on roll during the January 2010 school 
census and the January 2011 school census period. 

“The schools forum has agreed to fund all children 
of statutory school age who will be moving to Brown¬ 
hills or other maintained schools in Walsall to com¬ 
plete their education from the start of the next 
academic year, when Sneyd School will officially 
have closed. “ 

He added: “The forum appreciated that Brown¬ 
hills had openly welcomed pupils.” 

A third bomb 
scare in town 

Hundreds of staff and shoppers were evacuated 
from Walsall town centre after a suspicious package 
was found - the third security alert in less than a 
fortnight. 

Park Street was closed for around three hours on 
Saturday after a member of the public tipped off 
police. 

It comes just days after the centre was shut down 
ther previous Monday for six hours due to a bomb 
scare. Police said the latest incident, however, was 
not a hoax and was an abandoned parcel. 

Part of Park Street, including the entrance to the 
Saddlers Centre was closed around 1pm with police 
advising shoppers to avoid the area. 

The specialist Royal Logistic Corps bomb disposal 
unit arrived at 2.25pm, but the area, which included 
shops such as Marks and Spencer, WH Smith, New 
Look and McDonald’s restaurant, as well as a 
number of banks, was reopened an hour later. 

Professional driver David Hancox, aged 45, from 
Queen Elizabeth Avenue in Bentley was unable to 
get to his bank while the police cordon was in place. 

He said: “I came into town especially to go to the 
bank. 

“I am away all the time so this is a pretty big incon¬ 
venience.” 

Hospital teacher Jan Niesluchouski, aged 57, from 
Ettingshall Park in Wolverhampton, added: “It has 
ruined my afternoon, but I understand they have got 
to take precautions.” 
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House buying cheap 


Falling house prices and rising 
rents have made it cheaper to buy a 
house than be a tenant in Walsall. 
New research shows it is now less 
edpensive to buy in eight out of 10 
towns in the country, including 
Walsall and Birmingham. 

Renting a home now costs an 
average of 10.5 per cent more than 
paying interest on a mortgage for a 
comparable property - up from a 
premium of 8.7 per cent in mid-2010. 


Accoding to property website 
Zoopla.co.uk, it is 38 per cent cheaper 
to buy a typical first-time home than 
to rent one. 

Andrew Perrin, of Fraser Wood 
estate agents, in Lichfield Street, 
Walsall, said: “It all much depends on 
personal circumstances. We see first 
time buyers who traditionally were in 
their 20s are now in their 30s. They 
haven’t got the deposit, or have got 
loans or university fees to pay off.” 


Drive to hire social workers 


A new strategy is being put in 
place at Walsall Council to entice 
social workers after more than 
£1.5 million was spent on agency 
workers in 2009-10. 

The council’s permanent 
workers were found to be the 
second lowest earners in the 
Black Country. In three years, 
the authority only managed to 
hire one external experienced 
social worker and has a staff 


turnover of 11 per cent, so now a 
strategy has been drawn up to 
tackle the problem. 

Some key workers will be 
given pay rises, while dozens 
more staff will be issued with 
new and revised job descriptions. 

It also proposes to make sure 
social workers have a “manage¬ 
able” workload, that the right 
staff are in the right place at the 
right time, that they have oppor¬ 


tunities to develop, and that staff 
morale is a key focus. 

A report states: “As a result of 
increasing retention of social 
work staff it is expected that we 
will reduce the amount spent on 
recruitment to posts, agency 
staff and sickness absence. 

“Consistency in staffing and 
increased experience and morale 
will lead to improved services to 
children and their carers.” 


Fencing 
to deter 
vandals 

A steel fence is to be 
erected around a Walsall 
park after its picnic area 
and newly-planted trees 
were wrecked by yobs. 

West Midlands Police 
have asked for safety 
measures to be put in 
place at Kings Hill Park, 
Darlaston, as part of its 
£200,000 revamp. 

It is hoped the meas¬ 
ures will help boost secu¬ 
rity and safety at the 
park, which has long 
been plagued with prob¬ 
lems of anti-social behav¬ 
iour, including youths on 
mini-motos. 

Residents have also 
called for action. 

As part of the next 
phase of work, set to 
begin in May, a 5ft lOins 
high fence will be put up 
along the Old Park Road 
boundary, with the same 
fencing and lockable 
gates put up at the car 
park on the corner of Old 
Park Road and Kings 
Hill Field. 

Existing gates and bar¬ 
riers giving access to the 
park from Kings Hill 
Field and School Street 
will also be replaced with 
high steel lockable gates, 
with pedestrian access.

Town street 
parking fees 
now in force 

Controversial on-street parking fees came into 
force in Walsall this week - covering more than 300 
spaces and effectively ruling out free parking in the 
town centre. 

Motorists in Walsall are now being charged to use 
the 310 spots in 19 streets, which will rake in 
£100,000 a year for the council. The pay and display 
parking costs 20p for every 10 minutes for a 
maximum of 30 minutes or two hours depending on 
location. Areas affected in the town centre include 
Station Street, Hatherton Street and Lichfield 
Street. Council chiefs say the money raised will be 
used for highways improvements and covering the 
costs of the scheme. 

Transport boss councillor Tom Ansell said: “We 
estimate there are around 310 spaces that will be 
affected by the changes to on-street parking, which 
will help generate funding of around £100k. 

“This will be used to offset the cost of the scheme, 
including maintaining the 32 ticket machines and 
making improvements to the highway.” 

Other streets where parking meters have been 
installed are Ablewell Street, Bott Lane, Bradford 
Street, Freer Street, Goodall Street, Little Newport 
Street and Lower Forster Street. 

It is the latest move to raise revenue from parking 
in the town for Walsall Council, which must save £65 
million over the next three years and is axing more 
than 400 jobs in its first wave of cuts. 

In 2009, parking charges were introduced on 
Sundays in council-controlled car parks, raising 
£25,000 in just under 12 months. The council-con¬ 
trolled traffic wardens, introduced in 2009 after the 
authority took over parking control from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, raised more than £500,000 in a year 
from parking fines. 


Poundland fined 
over driver hours 

Poundland has been fined more than £73,000 for 
allowing scores of workers to drive without taking 
proper breaks. 

The Willenhall-based discount giant was prose¬ 
cuted after a seven-month investigation by the 
Vehicle and Operator Services Agency (VOSA). Offi¬ 
cials inspected 59 vehicles and more than 200 
drivers were questioned nationwide. 

The company wasfined£73,600 with£555 costs by 
Wolverhampton magistrates after bosses admitted 
48 charges of causing drivers to exceed their driving 
hours without a break. Each driver in the case also 
admitted the offences and was fined. 

VOSA’s operations director, Alex Fiddes, said last 
week that the organisation’s investigation started in 
July last year and uncovered a total of 96 hours of 
offences by Poundland and 18 of its drivers. 

“Tired drivers run the risk of causing serious or 
fatal accidents. This case shows what a dim view the 
courts take of drivers and operators who abuse 
drivers’ hours rules and don’t take proper rests,” he 
said. 

Poundland distribution boss Andy Monk said: “We 
are extremely disappointed that our normally 
robust internal systems have, on this occasion, let us 
down.These have been reviewed.” 


Job losses warning 

Job losses at Walsall Manor Hospital over the 
coming years are likely, according to the chairman 
of the board of directors. 

Ben Reidtold a public meeting last week that the 
number of posts to go was likely to be “in the 10s” as 
a result of re-structuring the workforce at the Pleck 
Road hospital 

“It would be ridiculous of me to give assurances 
that there will be no redundancies. My sense is there 
will be a number and it will be in the 10s not the 100s 
as we change the services and [the jobs] don’t fit in 
with the way we will do things.”

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Council 
to force 
staff out 

The number of compulsory redun¬ 
dancies at Walsall Council could rise 
as requests for voluntary redundan¬ 
cies are now being considered, council 
chiefs have warned. 

Of the 202 expressions of interest in 
voluntary redundancy or early retire¬ 
ment, 182 have so far been approved 
by management. 

Council leader Mike Bird said 
figures were fluid and would keep 
changing until April, but if applica¬ 
tions for voluntary redundancy did 
not come in the right areas, more com¬ 
pulsory cuts could be a possibility. 

It is estimated there will have to be 
around 102 compulsory redundancies 
as the council cuts 438 posts, 187 of 
which are currently vacant. 


Park loo bulldozed 


A public toilet block at Walsall 
Arboretum has now been closed so 
work can go ahead on the park’s 
£7.5million restoration. 

The toilets in the centre green are 
to be demolished as part of the 
£700,000 third phase of the project. 

Work is being carried out by Croft 
Building and Conservation Ltd and 
is scheduled to run until July. New 
toilets have been earmarked for the 


new visitors centre, which is due to be 
launched in 2012. 

Councillor Anthony Harris, 
Walsall cabinet member for leisure, 
culture and the environment, said: 
“People will be able to use the toilets 
in the arboretum play area while the 
work is carried out. 

“Real changes are taking shape at 
this popular park and give us all a 
taste of the exciting things to come.”

More than £1.2 million has spent on projects tackling obesity 
in Walsall after a shocking survey found that most adults and 
many children were overweight.

A report revealed that 74 per cent of adults in Walsall were over¬ 
weight or obese and 26 per cent were clinically obese. Nationally, one 
in four adults are obese - more than 20 per cent above their ideal body 
weight.

Other schemes include 
the Make It Count and 
the Way 4ward physical 
activity for children, 
community dieticians, 
commercial weight loss 
services, maternal and 
early years service for 
mothers, the Time 2 
Change activity pro¬ 
gramme for adults, food 
co-operative Walsall 
Fresh, and allotment aid. 

NHS Walsall healthy 
weight children’s leader 
Jo Hudson said every¬ 
thing was being done to 
beat rising obesity levels. 

She said: “We work 
together to ensure there 
are a wide range of serv¬ 
ices available in Walsall 
for both adults and chil¬ 
dren in order to help 
them make healthier 
choices.” 


Go-it-alone 
hospital bid 
progresses 

WALSALL Manor Hospital's bid for 
freedom from Government control has 
taken crucial steps forward. 

The hospital is working towards Foundation 
Trust status, which would allow it to control its 
own affairs and give patients to have more of a 
say. Managers have now submitted self-assess¬ 
ment forms to the Strategic Health Authority out¬ 
lining the Manor’s readiness to become a 
Foundation Trust hospital. 

The chief executive is also set to meet bosses 
from NHS West Midlands to discuss the details of 
the Manor’s progress and plans. 

Michael Scott, interim chief executive, said: 
“Our self-assessment forms were submitted at 
the end of January but no formal feedback has yet 
been received. We do know this is imminent.” 

Another document, that has to be signed off by 
the Manor, the SHA and Department of Health, 
has to be submitted by the end of March. 

Timeline 

“This document outlines the necessary mile¬ 
stones and actions to get to Foundation Trust 
status,” Mr Scott added. 

The report has to include the Manor’s goals and 
planned timeline for its bid. Bosses will include 
an overview of health in Walsall and any issues 
and risks surrounding performance, governance, 
finance and quality. 

Mr Scott will then meet with Phil Miligan, 
NHS West Midlands’s director of performance 
and provider development, to discuss the bid. 

In a letter to Mr Scott, Mr Miligan said: “I will 
shortly arrange to meet with you and your chair¬ 
man to discuss our assessment and the actions we 
will need to take to ensure that you can proceed 
to become an FT.” 

The outcome of the Manor’s bid is expected to 
be known by the beginning of 2013 at the latest. 

It had been delayed by the move into the new 
£174 million building and by the application 
process which was made tougher in August 2010.

Probe on bomb hoax 


Persistent thieves have forced 
a doctor’s surgery in Willenhall 
to put up a notice warning there 
is no longer any lead left to strip 
from the building. 

Willenhall Medical Practice 
has taken the unusual step after 
being targeted three times as the 
stolen metal racket blighting the 
region continues. Lead has been 
completely stripped from the roof 
twice and padlocks taken from 


the gates by thieves cashing in on 
the rising price of metal. 

The notice, on the outside of 
the building in Gomer Street, 
reads: “Attention. Please note 
there is no lead or any other valu¬ 
able material on the roof of this 
building.” Practice manager 
Jenny Smedley said: “We have 
put a special non-metal covering 
on our roof now and put up this 
sign to stop it from happening 


again. “The crimes are such an 
inconvenience to the patients, 
doctors and staff. The first time 
the lead was stripped from the 
roof, there was torrential rain 
and the surgery was flooded. 

“Metal thefts are a problem in 
Willenhall. We know people who 
have had their door knockers 
stolen and the little canopies 
from above their front doors 
stripped.” 


Officers are trawling through 
CCTV footage and carrying out foren 
sic tests in Walsall following a bomb 
scare that brought the town centre to 
a standstill. 

A holdall with a container of fluid 
was discovered at the back of Job 
Centre Plus in a drama that brought 
out the bomb disposal team and police 
helicopter. Officers are now carrying 
out tests to see what the liquid was. 

West Midlands Police spokes¬ 


woman Joanne Hunt said investiga¬ 
tions were ongoing and officers were 
now searching through CCTV footage 
for leads. 

Buildings were evacuated, roads 
sealed off, the bus station closed and 
trains disrupted when the bomb scare 
broke out at 1.30pm on February 28. 
The drama brought the town centre to 
a standstill for six hours. 

Police spokesman Brigg Ford con¬ 
firmed it was a “hoax device of sorts”. 


Blitz on 

metal 

thefts 

Three men were 
arrested and two trucks 
seized during a crack¬ 
down on metal thefts in 
Walsall. Two men were 
helping police with 
inquiries. 

The men, aged 19 and 
20, were arrested for 
trying to steal metal from 
the roof of Darlaston Job 
Centre. 

The attempted bur¬ 
glary happened at the 
Pinfold Street site at 
4.15am on March 2. 

Another man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
theft after being stopped 
while driving a lorry car¬ 
rying scrap. 

Officers found a haul of 
suspected stolen copper, 
on Wednesfield Road, on 
February 28. The man 
has been bailed. 

Police have now seized 
the vehicle and also 
reported the man to the 
Department for Work 
and Pensions for operat¬ 
ing without a licence. 

A second scrap lorry 
was also seized for 
having no insurance in 
Harry Perks Street on 
February 27. 

The arrests come as 
police are out in force in 
Willenhall as part of 
Operation Steel. The 
operation is helping West 
Midlands Police tackle 
the growing number of 
metal thefts.

Town’s illuminations 
will not shine again 


Walsall Illuminations has been axed forever after more than 
50 years in the town. Fears over the future of the annual lights 
extravaganza, which has not taken place since 2008, were first 
raised a year ago but council chiefs insisted it would return. 

It has now been confirmed the big lights display will definitely not 
come back to the arboretum, which is undergoing a £7.5 million

be sold off 


Lights and display boards from the axed 
Walsall Illuminations are to be sold to raise extra 
money for the cash-strapped council. 

The unwanted equipment is being made avail¬ 
able to the likes of fetes and town shows to claw 
back cash now the event has been permanently 
scrapped. 

Walsall Council admitted last week that the 
annual lights extravaganza will never return 
despite previously insisting it would make a 
comeback once the Arboretum restoration was 
completed. 

Now the light boards, which in recent years 
have starred children’s television favourites Dora 
Explorer, Postman Pat and Scooby Doo, are being 
put up for sale. 

Villages 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “We will be 
selling them off and looking for towns and vil¬ 
lages who want them to put on a show or display. 

“There may be organisers of fetes and celebra¬ 
tions interested and we will be seeing if there are 
any takers. The money will all go into the central 
revenue.” 

The last illuminations were held in 2008 - 
ahead of the £7.5 million transformation of the 
town’s premier park. 

Bridgnorth District Council hosted a Christ¬ 
mas display using lights borrowed from Walsall 
Council in 2009. 

An agreement was then reached for this to con¬ 
tinue for another two years. 

The illuminations had a long history in the 
town with even the energy crisis of 1975 or fuel 
protests not enough to stop it. 

Major disruption came in 1998 when heavy 
rain caused Hatherton Lake in the park to flood, 
and the show had to be cancelled for one night. 

In 1989 laser shows were added and in recent 
times the inclusion of children’s favourites such 
as Thomas the Tank Engine and SpongeBob 
SquarePants. 

The Illuminations had up to sixty thousand 
bulbs and required year-round planning. 


Instead, council chiefs 
could install permanent 
lights as part of the trans¬ 
formation. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
confirmed last thursday the 
axe for the event which 
attracted up to 250,000 vis¬ 
itors at its peak. 

“Unfortunately the illu¬ 
minations in the original 
format will not be resur¬ 
rected,” he said. “The illu¬ 
minations as we knew them 
were unfortunately 

running at a huge loss. 

“There will be those who 
will be disappointed. It is 
the end of an era I am 
afraid, although popular it 
can’t afford to carry on.” 

Suffering 

The last Walsall Illumi¬ 
nations was held three 
years ago when it emerged 
the show, which was 
launched in 1951, was 
losing £200,000 a year and 
suffering from dwindling 
numbers. 

It was temporarily 
scrapped for three years to 
allow for the park’s restora¬ 
tion project. 

A working party was set 
up to look at the future of 
the historic attraction. But 
following more discussions 
the council, which has to 
save a total of £65m in the 
next three years, decided 
the attraction should not 
return. 

The revamp of the 
arboretum is to completed 
in 2012. 

The park’s Grade II listed 
boathouse is being restored 
along with the bandstand. 

Councillor Bird added: 
“We are looking at the pos¬ 
sibility of creating an illu¬ 
minated park to highlight 
some of the key natural and 
built features within the 
arboretum such as the lake 
and bandstand. We are 
asking for illustrative pro¬ 
posals as part of a tender 
process.”

70 arrests in 
operation to 
reduce crime 

More than 70 people have been arrested and 
almost 30 houses raided for drugs as part of huge 
crime crackdown in Walsall. 

Operation Intrusive kicked off in January and will 
run until the end of this month. 

West Midlands Police revealed the latest figures 
as the operation reached its halfway point. In total, 
72 people have been arrested and 28 homes raided 
for drugs. People have been arrested on suspicion of 
running brothels, money laundering, burglary, theft 
and possession of illegal drugs. 

Successes have included a 90 per cent reduction in 
crime and anti-social behaviour in Caldmore and 
more than 24 people arrested for burglary and 
robbery in just one week. 

Ch Insp Andy Bullman, from Walsall Police 
Station, said: “The police are tackling criminals but 
we are also working on long-term solutions with our 
partners to ensure that our community is protected 
and served. 

“Work has included local clean-ups, tenancy 
breaches, fitting Smartwater into premises across 
the borough and crime prevention projects, which 
have been delivered in schools and community 
engagement activities. 

“I would like to take this opportunity to not only 
thank my officers and staff but also our local part¬ 
ners, including the council, fire, NHS, neighbour¬ 
hood managers and social landlords. 

“Officers across Walsall have been working closely 
with our partners to ensure we adopt a joined-up 
approach to tackle community concerns.” 

Different police teams from across the borough 
have all played a part in the operation. Suspected 
brothels were raided in Ridgeway Court, Bentley, 
and Cannon Street, Coalpool, in the same week in 
January. CID officers arrested more than 24 people 
for burglary and robbery across Walsall in one week. 

Weapons detector 
is used on pupils 

Pupils at a Walsall school walked through a metal 
detector and sniffer dogs as part of a police crack¬ 
down on drug and knife crime. 

Walsall police have thanked pupils at Frank F 
Harrison Engineering College. No drugs or knives 
were discovered at the Leamore Lane school. 

As pupils arrived on March 1, they walked 
through a knife arch which detects metal objects and 
were also asked to walk past sniffer dogs. 

Sgt Chris Jones, from Bloxwich police station, 
said: “I see the school as a big part of the community 
and officers have been deployed within the school to 
assist staff.” Headteacher Jacqui Grace, said: “We 
have adopted a zero tolerance approach when it 
comes to people being found with drugs or weapons.” 


Youngsters create 
garden at school 

Anew sensory garden has been created at a special 
school in Walsall. 

A team of 18 youngsters from Pleck Youth Club 
have helped make designs for it at Jane Lane school 
in Bentley. It aims to provide a new outdoor learning 
space for the children to enjoy. 

The team, who are halfway through their Prince’s 
Trust programme, have spent the last six weeks 
raising money to pay for the garden. Activities have 
included leg-waxing, cake-bakes and a raffle. 


Erin’s PA facing charges 

A personal assistant to Brownhills supermodel 
Erin O’Connor is to go on trial accused of stealing 
more than £45,000 from her.

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Widow is 
victim of 
conmen 

Thieves posing as water officials 
have targeted an 89-year-old widow in 
her Walsall home - as police revealed 
they are investigating 14 distraction 
burglaries so far this year. 

Officers are warning the elderly 
and the vulnerable not to open their 
doors to strangers. 

They are investigating links 
between the crimes, the latest of 
which took place in Pelsall on Febru¬ 
ary 28. 

The 89-year-old victim answered 
the door to the two men, who claimed 
to be from a water company and told 
her the supply was off and needed to 
be checked in her property. 

Once inside, one man distracted her 
while another emptied the contents of 
two of her handbags. They fled after 
being disturbed by a neighbour. 

So far this year, there have been five 
distraction burglaries in Pelsall and 
Shelfield, two in New Invention and 
one in Streetly, Bloxwich, Leamore, 
Bentley, Moxley, Rough Hay and 
Pleck. 

Walsall Ch Insp Sally Holmes said: 
“Walsall officers and those from Force 
CID are working together on these 
crimes and we are investigating links. 

“These offenders are preying on the 
vulnerable members of the commu¬ 
nity and we are now warning people 
not to open their door to strangers..” 

Det Insp Phil Asquith, from Force 
CID in Bloxwich, added the bogus 
callers claimed to be from the water 
board, which does not exist. 

The burglars were two white men 
aged 25 to 30. One of them was 
wearing a navy anorak. Recently, 
thieves of similar description targeted 
two women aged 91 and 85 in 
Bloxwich and Darlaston. Call CID on

Bescot Stadium train station 
office will close in June under plans 
announced today by London 
Midland. Passengers will instead 
have to use automated ticket 
machines. The firm says more than 
half of tickets are bought online or 


using machines. Hours at Tame 
Bridge Parkway station are also 
being reduced. The office will open 20 
minutes later at 6am Monday to 
Friday. It will shut at 5pm Monday to 
Thursday and 7pm on Fridays and 
will only open 8pm to 6pm Saturdays 
and 10am to 4pm Sundays. Walsall’s 
ticket office will also open at 6am and 
shut at 7pm Monday to Thursday 
and 8pm on Fridays and Saturdays.

Borough hit by 2,000 
fly-tipping incidents 


Council bosses have vowed to get tough on fly-tippers after 
new figures showed litter louts struck in Walsall borough 
almost 2,000 times in just 12 months. 

Blackspots in Walsall included Doe Bank Lane in Great Barr; 
Bridle Lane in Streetly; Cartbridge Lane South in Rushall; Harrowby 
Road in Moxley; Fishley Lane, Bloxwich; and Back Lane in Aldridge. 
Walsallchronicle@expreSSandStar.CO.uk The public made more than 700 com¬ 
plaints to Walsall Council m 2010 alter 
items including mattresses, tyres and 
furniture were dumped across the 
borough. 

Community chief Councillor Zahid Ali, 
said: “Like the rest of the country, fly¬ 
tipping is a major concern in our borough 
but the council has been working hard to 
clear up the rubbish and to also tackle 
those who commit offences. 

“Working with residents and other 
agencies, we are making great progress in 
the fight against fly-tipping. Incidents of 
fly-tipping cause a great deal of nuisance 
and problems for our residents in the 
borough and therefore we will be taking a 
zero tolerance approach.” 

Councillors Ali said residents were 
joining the fight against the fly-tippers by 
reporting more and more of the incidents 
to the council and this was resulting in 
more of the mess being cleaned up. 

For example, in September 2010, there 
were 181 clean-ups in Walsall — compared 
to 127 for the same month a year earlier. 

Dumping 

Letters have been issued to warn 
people that if they are caught illegally 
dumping rubbish, they could face either a 
hefty fine or even a prison sentence. 

Throughout 2010, council officers also 
visited more than 400 premises to make 
sure the owners were complying with 
waste regulations. They issued more 
than 130 enforcement notices to 
landowners to make them comply with 
the legislation. 

Ten vans were also stopped on the road 
to make sure everything was above board 
and they were not going to illegally dump 
their rubbish. Fly-tipping incidents last 
year included rubbish being dumped at 
the Proffitt Street flats in Blakenall, and 
piles of bin bags, toys and bricks left from 
the derelict Railway Tavern pub in Ceme¬ 
tery Road, Darlaston. 

The site is one of the most notorious fly¬ 
tipping hotspots in the borough and last 
March tons of unsightly mess had to be 
cleared away. 

Residents in Hawkswood Drive, 
Moxley, were also subjected to cars and 
vans pulling up and dumping everything 
from mattresses to building debris. 

In Cartbridge Lane South, Rushall, 
thousands of pounds were spent remov¬ 
ing rubbish from the area.

Quarter of 
pupils miss 
first choice 

One in four children in Walsall 
did not get a place at theire pre¬ 
ferred first choice of secondary 
school for this September, latest 
figures claim. 

Nearly 900 11-year-olds missed 
out on the school they wanted, out 
of 3,451. 

It has increased from about 800 
last year, but the proportion of 
rejections has remained the same. 

Serco, the private firm which 
runs Walsall’s schools, revealed 74 
per cent of children were offered 
their first preference. 

Just four per cent of parents did 
not get an offer from any of their 
first, second or third school prefer¬ 
ences. Some parents are expected 
to appeal the decisions after the 
letters were sent out. 

Claire Lunn, spokeswoman for 
Serco, said: “Secondary admission 
offers have been sent out by email 
and post. 

“The number of children seeking 
and being offered a place in a 
school outside Walsall is down this 
year. This reflects the popularity of 
Walsall mainstream secondary 
schools.” 

Figures show most pupils in 
Staffordshire got their first 
choice — 93.3 per cent. In Wolver¬ 
hampton, 82 per cent got their first 
choice and 92 per cent in Worces¬ 
tershire. The areas with a worse 
rate than Walsall were Sandwell 
with 73 per cent and Birmingham 
with 69.2 per cent.

A shake-up of nurse management 
has been carried out at Walsall Manor 
Hospital to avoid a Stafford Hospital- 
type scandal. 

The hospital trust has now split its 
former chief operating post into two 
roles. 

The new roles are for a dedicated 
director of nursing and an associate 
director. It comes just months after a 
staff review was carried out at the 
Moat Road hospital to make sure 
there were enough nursing staff to 
respond to patients’ needs. Bosses 
said the changes were directly linked 
to the Stafford Hospital inquiry. 

The Francis Inquiry’s damning 
report into the level of care at the Mid 
Staffordshire NHS ‘Foundation Trust 
found nurse leadership was one of the 
possible factors behind the failings. 

Bosses at Walsall Hospital Trust 
said they had brought in the changes 
in a bid to “improve the overall expe¬ 
rience of patients”. 

Sue Hartley, nurse director at 
Walsall Manor, said: “The quality of 
the care we provide to our patients 
remains a real priority for our hospi¬ 
tal.”. 

“The Francis Inquiry suggests pro¬ 
fessional leadership should also be a 
high priority and this has been recog¬ 
nised here at the Manor as we’ve had 
an associate director of nursing in 
post for months now, whose role and 
focus is to improve the overall experi¬ 
ence for our patients.”

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Hunt on to find graffiti 
vandal blighting town

A graffiti artist who is blighting 
areas of Walsall is being hunted 
after leaving their graffiti “tag” all 
over pubs, bridges, walls and cable 
boxes. 

The vandal has left the tag of “Bows” 
in Birchills, Caldmore, Walsall town 
centre and in Sutton Road. 

Council leader Councillor Mike Bird has 
now declared war on the culprit, saying the 
mess left behind is blighting the borough 
and costing people money. The biggest 
piece of graffiti is on the former Three 
Crowns pub in Sutton Road and covers an 
area 6ft by 5ft. 

Tags are also on the former Orange Tree 
pub in Wolverhampton Road, Birchills; on 
walls in Hollyhedge Lane, Birchills and a 
canal bridge and cable box in Sutton Road. 

Councillor Bird said he had also spotted 
graffiti in Caldmore and Walsall town 
centre. He said he was now going to report 
the widespread problem to the police. 

Arrested 

“If he wants publicity he’ll get it— but it 
won’t be the sort he wants,” Councillor Bird 
declared. 

‘Whoever this is, this is the scourge of 
Walsall. I have seen this vandalism in at 
least 10 different places in the last few 
days. 

“I am going to pass the matter on the 
police and get this person arrested. 

“I want to expose this person and find out 
who they are. This is criminal damage and 
we will not stand for it. We want a clean 
borough that we can all take pride in and 
this individual is ruining things for every¬ 
one.” 

The graffiti is on a mixture of council- 
owned and private buildings, Councillor 
Bird added. 

In the financial year 2009/10, graffiti 
vandals cost Black Country councils more 
than £290,000 in cleaning bills. 

Yobs spraying paint have forced author¬ 
ities to employ specialist teams and bring 
in offenders under court orders to do 
unpaid work to rid buildings of unwanted 
graffiti. 

Total clean up costs amounted to 
£298,397 in Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton in just 12 months.

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Consultation time over 100 jobs 


Consultation has begun on the move to 
axe about 100 jobs at a private firm deliv¬ 
ering education for Walsall borough. 

Staff at Walsall Children’s Services 
Serco were called into a meeting last 
week. 

Posts are at risk as Serco has to save 
£7.5million on a contract with Walsall 
Council. Consultation runs for 90 days, as 
bosses liaise with at-risk members of staff. 

Workers were called into the main hall 


at the Education Development Centre, 
Pelsall Road, Rushall. The renegotiation 
of the Serco contract is part of the council’s 
bid to save £65m over the next three years. 

More than 430 jobs are being lost by the 
council itself and it is also cutting back on 
services. High-level talks have been 
taking place between the council and 
Serco over the past few weeks over savings 
that need to be made on the contract. 
Serco employs about 450 people in non¬ 


teaching jobs in Walsall, providing educa¬ 
tion and training services to Walsall’s 119 
schools and nearly 50,000 pupils. 

The organisation was awarded a £345m 
deal to run education services in the 
borough for 12 years back in July 2008. 

It offers strategic management and 
leadership, as well as support in other 
areas including special educational needs, 
school organisation and finance and man¬ 
agement. 


Blitz on 
crime ‘a 
success’ 


A police operation to 
tackle crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour across 
Walsall has been hailed a 
success. 

Operation Intrusive 
kicked off in January and 
will run until the end of 
this month. Successes 
have included a 90 per 
cent reduction in crime in 
Caldmore and more than 
24 people arrested for 
burglary and robbery in 
just one week. 

Police teams from 
across the borough, 
including response offi¬ 
cers, CID and local 
neighbourhood officers, 
have all played a part. 

CID headed by Det 
Insp Anthony Banton 
arrested more than 24 
people for burglary and 
robbery across Walsall in 
one week and officers in 
Bloxwich on cycle patrol 
came across two men on 
the canal towpath in 
Green Lane who were 
laden with suspected 
stolen power tools - they 
were then arrested. 

Ch Insp Andy 
Bullman, from Walsall 
police station, said: “Offi¬ 
cers across Walsall have 
been working closely 
with our partners to 
ensure we adopt a joined- 
up approach.”

Father-of-two Mark 
Rickhuss from Darlaston 
died of a heart attack in 
2005, aged 41, while 
coaching a swimmer 
across the Channel.

Brown, 48, Rob Cash, 44, 
Gary, 40, and Stuart, 38, 
all from Sutton Cold¬ 
field, will try to cross the 
channel in record time to 
raise cash in his 
memory. 

They will launch their 
relay attempt to com¬ 
plete it in under nine 
hours and 53 minutes — 
which they say is the 
unofficial world record 
for a relay team — in July 
with a fundraising target 
of £10,000 for the British 
Heart Foundation. [ 

Paul said: “Mark was 
incredibly fit. 

“Unfortunately he had 
a pre-existing heart con¬ 
dition, and it was 
waiting to happen. 

“We will swim for one 
hour each until we reach 
France, which means we 
need to swim 3,400m 
each hour. 

“It’s quite an under¬ 
taking.”

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Yellow lines aiming to 
solve parking problem 


walsallchronicle@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
Double yellow lines have 
been put in place to tackle 
bad parking near Walsall 
College which sparked 
dozens of complaints. 

Complaints flooded in to the 
council from residents and busi¬ 
nesses about cars being parked 
on blind bends, grass verges and 
a railway bridge. 

It is believed the problem was con¬ 
tributed to by students parking on 
roads near to the Wisemore Campus 
- despite a car park being provided. 

Yellow lines have now been 
painted in Portland Street, North 
Street and parts of Mill Street at a 
cost of £1,000. 

Blakenall representative Coun¬ 
cillor Pete Smith welcomed the 
scheme which he said should 
resolve road safety risks caused by 
illegal parking along roads behind 
the college where there is a back 
gate to the £65 million complex, 
used by visitors. 

Crazy 

“I’m pleased that these yellow 
lines have gone down because it will 
hopefully stop this crazy and dan¬ 
gerous parking that was taking 
place. I think the council officers 
have done a good job in sorting this 
out. I always try to give praise 
where praise is due,” Councillor 
Smith said. 

Roger Eccles is managing director 
of Eccles UK, which is based in Port¬ 
land Street. He said: “We always 
thought there would be problems 
with parking outside our premises 
when the college opened and that’s 
exactly what’s happened.” Walsall 
College said low-cost car parking 
was arranged for students on land 
in Portland Street and it actively 
promoted use of public transport. 

It comes just a week before 19 
streets in the town centre will have 
parking charges enforced, when pay 
and display machines go live.

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Hospice opening eagerly awaited 



The finishing touches to the new hospice 
are eagerly awaited by one Walsall patient 
who has to use a hospice 15 miles away. 

Ken Davies has spoken of the relief it will 
be for families in the town to finally have 
their own facility. 

Contractors are putting the finishing 
touches on the new hospice in Goscote 
Lane, Walsall, which has been wanted in 
the town for decades. 

It will be open to patients in the spring, 
and 71-year-old Ken Davies, of Rushall, 
who is being treated at St Giles Hospice, 
near Lichfield, said the Walsall centre will 
be “absolutely ideal” for the town’s vulner¬ 
able. 

Mr Davies, who was diagnosed with lym- 
phoproliferative disorder, an incurable con¬ 
dition affecting his lungs, two years ago, 


has been treated for symptom control and 
pain relief at the Compassus Centre at the 
Whittington hospice. 

The former Walsall Wood miner said: “St 
Giles’ nurses and doctors have done a mar¬ 
vellous amount for me during my stay. I’ve 
never been in such an amazing place as this 
before. 

“To have somewhere like this in Walsall 
will be ideal. It’s great to be able to come to 
the Compassus Centre and receive such 
good care, but it’s often so difficult for fam¬ 
ilies from the Walsall area to come over 
each day to visit their loved ones, particu¬ 
larly if they haven’t got their own trans¬ 
port.” He added: ‘When the new hospice 
opens in Walsall, it will be much more con¬ 
venient for visitors to see their loved ones 
more often.” 


Residents’ parking is 
blighted by fly-tippers 


Fly-tippers are dumping 
rubbish on residents’ car 
parks in an area of Walsall, 
prompting calls for action 
from angry residents. 

Six car parks in Caldmore are 
being repeatedly targeted by fly- 
tippers, who leave bin bags, food 
waste, tree cuttings and card¬ 
board boxes among other mess. 

Householders say they are at the 
end of their tether. 

Landowner Walsall Housing Group 
have insisted it was working to drive 
away the fly-tippers. 

The car parks serve properties in 
Whitehall Road, Victor Street, Watery 
Lane and Bescot Street. 

Whitehall Road resident 
Mohammed Hanif, a restaurant 
worker, said: “We rang up Walsall 
Housing Group and the council to 
come and clear up this car park. 

“About a fortnight ago a truck was 
reversed in here and a load of tree cut¬ 
tings were dumped off the back. Black 
and blue bags have been here for even 
longer. 

“The site needs to be maintained 
and the bushes are overgrown and are

taking up space where an extra car 
could be parked.” 

Community action campaigner 
Allah Ditta, of neighbouring Arundel 
Street said the whole area was in need 
of a tidy-up. 

Mr Ditta, 52, said: “The council 
twice organised clear-ups, but the 
estate is in need of a long-term solu¬ 
tion to these issues of litter, fly¬ 
tipping and car park maintenance.” 

Solution 

Walsall Housing Group’s director of 
housing services Rob Gilham said: 
“Our priority is to ensure our neigh¬ 
bourhoods are pleasant places to live 
and we clear any fly-tipping as soon as 
possible when we receive reports of 
rubbish being dumped. 

“This presents a considerable cost 
to us and we would appeal for people 
who witness fly-tipping taking place 
to pass on as much information as pos¬ 
sible so that appropriate action can be 
taken.” 

The Caldmore problem was 
revealed a day after figures emerged 
showing fly-tippers struck at 2,000 
locations in Walsall last year.

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College plans for old job centre 


Anew business college catering for up to 
80 students is earmarked for the site of a 
derelict Job Centre in Darlaston. 

Up to 12 staff would be employed at the 
new College for Further Education, with 
the empty building renovated. 

Plans for the specialist training centre 
in Pinfold Street have been lodged with 
Walsall Council and will go before council¬ 
lors for consideration. The college would 
focus on accounting, business manage¬ 
ment, marketing and information tech¬ 
nology courses during weekdays. 

No parking spaces are planned but it is 
expected most students would live within 
walking distance and rely on public trans¬ 


port. Architect behind the plans Stephen 
Walker said: “The premises have been 
empty and unused for over a year as suit¬ 
able tenants have not been forthcoming. 

“Approximately 80 per cent of students 
will live within the Darlaston and 
Wednesbury area within reasonable 
walking distance of the building, and the 
remainder within the general Walsall 
area. There are no car parking spaces on 
the site and therefore the College will 
actively prohibit the use of cars by stu¬ 
dents.” 

“It is considered the refurbishment, 
rejuvenation and reuse of the premises 
will assist the ongoing regeneration of 


Darlaston and improve the visual amenity 
of the site which is becoming a dilapidated 
building on a major road.” It comes as 
multi-million pound plans for a new 
leisure and retail park are also being lined 
up in nearby Darlaston Road. 

The scheme could include shops, restau¬ 
rants and leisure attractions on the old 
site of washing machine factory Servis 
UK. Around 150 workers were left jobless 
as Servis went into administration. 

It was initially planned for 223 houses 
and apartments on the land. 

Servis UK fell into difficulties in 2008 
and administrators were called in 
October. 


£ 15,000 
bill over 
lead theft 

Damage caused by 
metal thieves after they 
climbed on bungalows in 
Brownhills to strip lead 
could cost £15,000, 
housing bosses said 
today. 

Repairs were needed 
at 21 properties in Valley 
View and Catshill Road 
following the overnight 
raid last month. 

Roof tiles were 
damaged and work is 
now going ahead. 
Housing officials esti¬ 
mate the total bill for 
replacing lead with a 
plastic alternative, scaf¬ 
folding and manpower 
will cost up to £15,000. 

Cliff Horrocks, director 
of asset management, 
said: “It’s not so much the 
value of what was stolen; 
it’s the overall cost of 
dealing with that theft, 
and when you add every¬ 
thing up, the figure is cer¬ 
tainly substantial. 

“There are numerous 
other knock-on effects 
besides cost; not least of 
these is the disruption.”

Buildings to get guardians 


Guardians have been appointed to look 
after empty buildings in Walsall to stop 
them becoming eyesores through vandal¬ 
ism and anti-social behaviour. 

Property company Ad Hoc Property 
Management and Walsall Council will 
manage a new pilot scheme which it is 
hoped will dramatically reduce the 
amount of cash spent on security. 

Three former care homes — Sanstone 
House, Bloxwich, Meadow House Willen- 
hall and Baytree House, Aldridge — have 
all been signed up. 

Under the agreement, Ad Hoc finds 
responsible people to occupy the buildings 
at a below market value rent. 

It is aimed at key professionals such as 
police and hospital workers and all have to 
undergo interviews and assessments. 


Council leader Mike Bird said: “The 
arrangement with Ad Hoc offers several 
advantages when compared with the 
alternative of boarding up the site. 

“Aboarded-up building is an eyesore for 
local residents and advertises to everyone 
that it is empty, meaning it can frequently 
be a target for vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Permanent 

“Twenty-four hour security can be very 
expensive and for a building like Sanstone 
House costs in the region of £8,000 per 
month but even the presence of a perma¬ 
nent security officers cannot guarantee 
full protection. 

“Guardians are located throughout the 
empty property giving far better coverage 


than a single security guard.” The council 
does not pay money to Ad Hoc, who meet 
their financial targets through the licence 
fee which is charged to guardians. 

Walsall Council does however retain 
responsibility for ongoing costs such as 
utility bills, rates and maintenance but 
figures show this will save the authority 
up to 80 per cent when compared to the 
cost of 24 hour security. 

Darren Tubb, of Ad Hoc Property Man¬ 
agement, said; “The costs of protecting an 
empty building quickly mount up - 
putting up fencing, boarding up windows, 
installing CTV cameras or hiring security 
patrols. 

“Having guardians on site helps to 
breathe some life back into these empty 
buildings.” _

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Dedicated 
Millie dies 
at age 103 

A 103-year-old former deputy mayor 
who received an MBE for her dedication to 
Walsall has died. Tributes have been paid 
to Millie Hadley. 

Mrs Hadley dedicated her life to the 
borough, serving as a councillor, deputy mayor, 
school governor and charity campaigner. 

She was described as 
“simply incredible”. She 
served as a Pleck coun¬ 
cillor from 1972 to 1991 
and was deputy mayor 
in 1990. 

Mrs Hadley was pre¬ 
sented with an MBE for 
services to the commu¬ 
nity in Walsall in 2006, 
and was also given a 
Labour Party Lifetime 
Merit Award for her ded¬ 
ication to the political 
party over 70 years. 

She was a governor at 
Alumwell Nursery, Infant and Junior Schools as well 
as Alumwell Business and Enterprise College and 
also involved with voluntary groups including the 
Physically Handicapped Association, Children’s 
Friends and Age Concern. 

Friend and fellow Pleck councillor Dennis Anson 
said: “She didn’t step down as chairman of governors 
at Alumwell Junior until she was 100. I remember 
her saying to me ‘maybe now’s the time for me to take 
it easy’. 

“She had a particular interest in the younger chil¬ 
dren and was very involved in education. She was 
simply incredible - very hard working and dedi¬ 
cated.” Mrs Hadley lost her husband some time ago 
and had one son, Michael. 

She died at 10.20pm on Sunday February 27 at 
Conifers Nursing Home in Great Wyrley after suffer¬ 
ing a stroke. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said: “Millie was 
a great servant to Walsall and we were all very proud 
of her achievements. She was known for working 
tirelessly for others, even well into her 90s and 
beyond. She served as chair and vice-chair at 
Alumwell School and always delighted in seeing the 
children succeed.” 

Labour leader Councillor Tim Oliver added: “For 
many years, Millie had been stalwart to the Labour 
group both before and after she served as a council¬ 
lor. “She will be sadly missed.” 

The funeral arrangements have yet to be con¬ 
firmed.

Huge review 
over borough 
libraries’ fate 

A huge review into the future of libraries in 
Walsall is now underway. 

The public will get the chance to have their say at 
meetings held with community groups, in question¬ 
naires and phone calls to 600 residents in the 
borough. 

Campaigners have been protesting and petition¬ 
ing about the borough’s 16 libraries, worried they 
will fall victim to Walsall Council’s £65 million cuts. 

People will now be able to have their say on the 
burning issues in a far-reaching consultation period 
that will run until April 10. 

Council bosses have reassured residents no 
Walsall libraries will close in the next 12 months but 
the future is unsure after that. 

Leisure chief Councillor Anthony Harris, said: 
“This review is a chance for everyone, whether they 
use libraries or not, to let us know their thoughts on 
how we should take the service forward and ensure 
it meets the needs of today’s society. 

Decision 

“There are numerous ways people can have their 
say and I would like to make it clear that all the 
information we receive will be used to help us reach 
a decision.” 

The questionnaire, which is being distributed 
throughout the borough, asks about the frequency of 
visits; reasons for visiting; thoughts on access and 
opening hours; and whether additional services, 
such as travel pass renewals, should be offered in 
libraries. 

Six hundred people will also be called at their 
homes to give opinions on libraries and meetings will 
be held with community groups. Findings will be 
reported to decision-making cabinet in the summer. 

Councillor Harris added: “I want to see everyone 
from children to students and pensioners using our 
libraries in the years ahead but to ensure we provide 
the service everyone wants we need to know people’s 
thoughts.” People can have their say via comment 
boards in borough libraries, texting the words 
“walsall library” to 60003 and via letter at Library 
Consultation, Walsall Council, Civic Centre, 
Darwall Street, Walsall, WS1 1TP.

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Backbending labour led 
to Humpshire nickname 



M ost of the towns in the 
Black Country are 
associated with one 
particular industry, and for 
Willenhall, it is locks. 

Willenhall used to be a town of 
lock makers, not just the large 
companies like Legge and Squire 
and Josiah Parkes, but small 
workshops, like the one which 
became the Lock Museum, where 
a handful of family members bent 
over their vices day after day, 
filing away at locks of every kind. 

Jokingly, Willenhall used to be 
known as Humpshire, as it was 
claimed that all its workers developed 
humps from bending over their vices 
as they did, day after day. Pubs were 
said to have holes in their seat backs to 
accommodate their customers' humps. 

Successor 

Until quite recently, Willenhall had 
remained largely unchanged for over a 
century. Neither the German Luft¬ 
waffe of World War Two nor the indis¬ 
criminate redevelopers of the 1960s 
and 70s altered the warren of streets 
with countless small workshops and 
cottages, chapels, pubs and schools 
surrounding the odd large lockmaker 
like Legge. 

If Willenhall was taken from its 
Black Country setting and placed in a 
rural location, the prices of its quaint 
cottages in the myriad lanes would

rocket. Losing its independence in 
boundary rearrangement and becom¬ 
ing part of its large neighbour, Walsall, 
may even have delayed massive 
change, as being neglected is not 
always a bad thing. 

It has been the demise of the town's 
major industry which has seen the 
start of new developments, old facto¬ 
ries demolished and new supermar¬ 
kets built. 

When I worked as a buyer in 
Nigeria, west Africa, in the 1980s, the 
local markets sold what were appar¬ 
ently Union locks, only a closer look at 
the box would reveal that it actually 
said “Unine” locks, or “Onion” Locks, 
with “Made in China” in very small 
letters. 

Nowadays even the genuine Union 
locks are made abroad. The locksmith 
in the Nigerian town of Jos was proud, 
however, to say he had been trained in 
Willenhall, and was delighted to hear 
that I came from Wolverhampton next 
door. 

Perhaps his successor will be 
trained in some Chinese “Humpshire”.

Removal date for gantry 


A controversial 35ft “eyesore” 
gantry over the M6 in Walsall 
will be taken down by the end of 
May. 

The gantry, which has been at 
the centre of a long running row, 
was installed ahead of the intro¬ 
duction of hard-shoulder 
running on the motorway and 
looms over homes near junction 
10 . 

Nearby Beechdale estate resi¬ 
dents say it has blighted their 
view. They were told last month, 
nearly a year after it was first 
installed it would be taken down 
and replaced with a single sign¬ 


post to reduce the visual intru¬ 
sion for residents. 

Campaigners flooded the 
Highways Agency with letters of 
complaint, demanded meetings 
with bosses and involved Walsall 
North MP David Winnick. 

He also wrote almost daily to 
the agency about the eyesore. Mr 
Winnick said the news was a 
victory for the residents, who had 
also suffered overnight noise 
during the work to widen the 
motorway. 

He said: “The sooner it comes 
down the better. What was put 
up was totally unacceptable. 


“It aggravated all that the res¬ 
idents had been through over the 
last 18 months. 

“Those in Murdoch Way and 
surrounding streets suffered 
much misery from the constant 
noise of the construction, which 
continued on occasions through¬ 
out the night, as well as all the 
other inconveniences. 

“It is therefore to be hoped the 
new direction sign will be less 
intrusive than the existing 
gantry.” Highways spokesman 
Anthony Aston said: “The gantry, 
... will be taken down by the 
middle of May at the latest.”

Mums: Make it happy 
returns back at work 



It is possible to combine working with being a mum 


E VEN if your employer has kept 
your job open for you, going 
back to work after maternity 
leave or a longer break can often be a 
bit difficult and uncomfortable, but 
there are ways you can make it a 
happy return. 

You want to arrive at work cheerful, calm 
and unflustered, but you’ll probably have 
more to do before you get there than most 
of your colleagues do in a week! Cut down 
on stress by making a plan for each stage of 
your first morning, from getting yourself 
ready, to dealing with child care, to getting 
to work and the things you need to do when 
you get there. 

If your childcare arrangements are new 
for you, or for your child, try to have two 
days ahead of time when you try out the 
routine, even if it’s only for a half day. 

Use the time while your child is being 
minded to organise other things, such as 
travel arrangements and work clothes. If 
you’re still feeding and plan to express 
breast milk at work, this is a good time to try 
out any equipment to make sure it works 
well and that you’re comfortable with it. 

Going back to work can be exhausting, 
especially if you are still not getting a full 
night’s sleep, and if your little one is not 
adapting well to being with a minder. 
Arrange things at home to minimise the 
pressure, allowing yourself a ready meal or 
take-away toward the end of the week when 
you’re tired, and not planning too much for 
the weekend. 

Important 

Even though you may feel as though 
you’re being pulled in 100 different direc¬ 
tions, it’s important to grab yourself some 
time to relax alone at least once or twice 
somewhere in your week. This could be 
taking a proper lunch hour from work to sit 
in a proper cafe, with a proper cup of coffee 
and a Panini and the paper. Or, it could be 
arranging to work for one hour less one day 
a week so that you get to go for a swim on 
your way home. 

Remember that working mums need 
treats. Returning to work shouldn’t simply 
be a meaningless grind - it should be a time 


when you are valued for every¬ 
thing you are - so start by 
valuing yourself. 

Looking your best can really 
boost your confidence, so 
decide what you’re going to 
wear, not just for your first day, 
but for the rest of the week, and 
make sure it’s all washed and 
ironed. Try everything on. Even if 
you’re back to your pre-preg¬ 
nancy weight, your body may 
have changed shape in various 
places, and your first morning is 
not the best time to find this out! 

First days, just like interviews, 
are an ideal excuse for some 
outfit and make up shopping. 

Make an appointment for a 
haircut, too - if you look good, 
you’ll feel good. 

Ticket 

If you’re using public transport 
to get to work, check that every¬ 
thing still runs the way it did 
when you last used it. Routes 
and timetables may be different; 
ticket arrangements change (for 
instance, more bus companies 
insisting you buy a ticket from a 
machine before you get on a 
bus). 

Check there are no diversions 
or replacement services you’ll 
need to allow time for (the bus or 
train companies’ web sites are 
often good for this - or give them a ring). 

Buy your ticket or pass ahead of time, 
including any parking pass, for a week or a 
month if you can, to avoid Monday morning 
queues. 

If you’re using your own car, this is a good 
time to clear out all the rubbish accumu¬ 
lated over the summer. Your colleagues may 
not see inside your car, but you won’t want 
unplanned things sticking to your uniform or 
work outfit! 

Lots of things in your workspace may 
have changed while you’ve been away: 
where people sit, where stationery and 
equipment are kept, where the printer and 
the coffee machine are. 


Someone may even be sitting at your 
desk, or next to your closest colleagues. 

Don’t let yourself be fazed; you’ll slot 
back in and it’ll all feel familiar again soon. 
Nab close friends or colleagues during 
coffee break, and get them to fill you in on 
any office gossip you need to know so that 
you don’t trip up and get embarrassed 
when talking to people - for instance, 
bereavements or marriage break-ups that 
you should be aware of. 

Returning to work can be a difficult deci¬ 
sion to make and while no-one but you - 
and your family - can make the decision, 
there are other mums you can chat to and 
share your worries.

S TUDIES show that tech-savvy 
students flying the nest for the 
first time are more connected to 
home than ever 

Thousands of young people fly the nest 
each year for university and a study by 
insurers Endsleigh has revealed that the 
internet has changed the way that the 
youngsters and their parents keep in touch. 

According to the study, parents rely 
heavily on social media platforms like Face- 
book to keep tabs on their children once 
they’ve left home, with many admitting to 
regularly checking their profiles to see what 
they’ve been up to. 

Messages 

Flowever interestingly, only about a third 
of the 18-25 year olds surveyed are actually 
friends with their parents on Facebook and 
almost 60 per cent deliberately choose not 
to be as they do not want their parents 
seeing personal pictures and messages. 

The study also shows that 67 per cent of 
18-25 year olds who have left home now 
use the internet to communicate with their 
parents - 31 per cent via email, 28 per cent 
use social media and 8 per cent Skype. 

Mobile phones are almost as popular to 
keep in touch, with 65 per cent using their 
handsets to call home and 63 per cent to 
send text messages to their parents. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, only 11 per cent 
of young people use post to keep in touch 
with their parents, which has reduced con¬ 
siderably from previous generations -19 per

cent of 45 plus parents surveyed in the 
same study used post to stay in touch when 
their parents when they first left home. 

When it comes to working out how to do 
basic household tasks, young people are 
becoming increasingly independent and 
self-reliant, with 49 per cent of 18-25 year- 
olds choosing to use self-help websites 
such as YouTube or VideoJug to find out 
how to boil an egg, work a washing 
machine or iron a shirt, compared to only 19 
per cent contacting home. 

However despite the rise in usage of the 
internet and social media, young people are 
getting more homesick than ever - 70 per 
cent of the 18-25 years surveyed confessed 
to missing home when they first left, com¬ 
pared to 61 per cent of those 45 plus who 
were asked the same question about when 
they first left home. 

Young people still need the emotional 
support of parents, with 70 per cent confess 
ing that the main reason they contact home 
is for a general catch up. 

Surprisingly, only 11 per cent of the 
young people survey contact home to ask 
for money. 


Commenting on the findings, Relation¬ 
ship Expert Christine Webber said: “These 
days parents are becoming less anxious 
about their kids flying the nest as there are 
so many different ways to keep in touch, but 
they must be careful not to invade their 
privacy by checking up on them too much. 

“However it seems nothing can replace 
the comfort of the human voice, which is 
why so many students still need to ring 
home for a regular catch up.” 

Aaron Porter, NUS President added: “The 
internet and social media have become 
indispensible tools for students for both 
study and for life, but they are clearly no 
substitute for human contact at what is 
often a time of upheaval, during which many 
feel homesick. 

“Access to a computer or laptop is 
increasingly becoming essential as a way of 
keeping in contact with family, so it is all the 
more important that those essential items 
are protected. 

“Parents can often help achieve peace of 
mind by ensuring insurance cover and anti¬ 
virus software are covered, reducing worry 
at an already stressful time.”

• The cost is not more than the local 
council normally pays for someone with 
your assessed needs 
If possible you should visit care homes 
that you are considering to make sure they 
meet your current and possible future 
needs. You might like to have a checklist 
with you of points that are important to you 
in case you forget to ask something. 

Things you might want to consider: 

• Are staff adequately trained to care 
for people with your disability or needs? 
•Is it accessible? 

• Is appropriate equipment available - for 
example handrails, hoists, adjustable 
baths and armchairs? 

• Can you keep your own doctor? 

• Can your food and dietary needs be 
met? 

• Can your religious or cultural needs be 
met? 

Talking to staff, residents and managers 
can help you get an idea what living there 
might be like. You should feel able to visit 
more than once. 

Finding the right care home can take 
some time. If you have specific or complex 
care needs it can sometimes be difficult. 
Charities and organisations related to your 
specific disability might be able to offer 
advice about choosing a care home. 


There are relatively few care homes able 
to meet the needs of younger disabled 
people - your local council should be able 
to tell you about those in your area. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
inspects all registered care homes and 
writes a report on what they find. Reading 
the reports of the care homes you are con¬ 
sidering might help you make a choice - you 
can read them online on the CQC website. 

On the CQC website you can search for 
care homes with and without nursing care. 
You can also look for care homes that 
provide care for people with: 

• Learning disabilities 

• Physical disabilities 

• Sensory impairments 

• Dementia 

• Mental disorders 

National minimum standards issued by 
the Department of Health state that care 
homes should offer trial stays. This may 
include the chance to meet staff, have a 
meal and an overnight stay. 


If the care home does not have a place 
you can arrange to go into a different care 
home while you wait for a place or arrange 
for services at home. If your local council is 
helping with costs then they can help you 
with either of these options. 

What if you want a care home in a differ¬ 
ent area? You may wish to move to a care 
home in a different local council district to 
the one where you currently live. This could 
be because you want to be near to relatives 
or the place where you grew up. 

If you have been assessed as needing 
care and your local council has agreed to 
pay for you, then they are responsible for 
your fees if you choose a care home some¬ 
where else. 

Under certain circumstances your local 
council may be able to pay the care home 
fees if they are more expensive. 

If the person you care for is not able to 
express their choice then the local council 
should take your preferences into account.

ONE of the brightest British pop breakthroughs of 2010 was the 
delightful Eliza Doolittle with her self-titled debut album, which was 
back in the top 10 last week despite being released last summer. 

Her breezy freewheeling retro pop has more hooks than a fishing tackle shop 
and the latest track to be released as a single - Mr Medicine - follows the 
success of Skinny Genes and Pack Up. 

Real name Eliza Sophie Caird, the 22-year-old is the grand-daughter of Sylvia 
Young, famous for her London theatre school. Her father, John Caird, is a director with 
the Royal Shakespeare Company and her mother, Frances Ruffelle, was the original 
Eponine in West End blockbuster Les Miserables. So there must be something in 
those genes, skinny or otherwise. 

In the autumn she achieved that rare feat for a support act at Wolverhampton’s 
Civic Hall when she got a full house for her short set before headliner Paloma Faith, 
and the London-born singer and model will have a capacity audience again when 
she performs at the city’s Wulfrun Hall on Saturday, April 2. 


Old punks ready to 
be heroes to more 


ONE of the most influential bands of the punk era, The Stranglers, are back on the 
road. The rock veterans, who in the 70s widened the musical horizons of punks with 
their tracks rich with keyboards as well as aggressive energy, issued a greatest hits 
plus new tracks double album recently, Decades Apart, that serves as reminder of their 
impact on the British music scene. 

The band formed in Guildford, Surrey, in 1974, though none came from the town and 
they were an odd assortment of classically trained guitarist, jazz drummer and blues musi¬ 
cians, united by an appreciation of psychedelic rock groups like The Doors. They became one 
of the biggest bands of the punk era with a hardman image and songs such as Grip, Peaches/Go 
Buddy Go, Five Minutes and No More Heroes. 

They then went on to have massive crossover success in the 80s with a mellower sound typified by 

Golden Brown, Strange Little Girl, Skin Deep and 
Always The Sun. 

The band's original singer Hugh Cornwell quit the 
group to go solo in 1990 and Paul Roberts was the 
singer during the rest of that decade. He left in 2006 for 
an acting career and is now working as a Frank Sinatra 
impersonator. 

The Stranglers are now a quartet featuring originals Jean- 
Jaques Burnel (born in London to French parents) as singer 
and bassist, keyboardist Dave Greenfield and 72-year-old 
drummer Jet Black, with Baz Warne, singer and guitarist with the 
band since 2000. They are in concert at Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on March 19. Their former frontman, Hugh Cornwell, is also on tour 
soon playing Wolverhampton's Slade Rooms on April 15.

Her first seminar, called Break 
Your Band, was held at The Slade 
Rooms last month, and around 80 
people heard the speech she gave 
about the music industry from the 
promoter and DJ’s view.

A Devon-based DJ has made a Wolver¬ 
hampton venue her second home as she 
bids to find the best new talent coming 
out of the Midlands. 

Emma Scott is on the hunt for the next 
Robert Plant or Slade and has appropriately 
made The Slade Rooms the home for her 
Emma Scott Presents series of gigs. 

The gigs, which are also staged in Birmingham, 
aim to give local bands more exposure and the 
chance to gain new fans. 

She has now released a book and given a 
seminar on how to ‘break your band’ in the music 
industry. 

She said: “I receive hundreds of band’s demos 
every month, and there are some really good ones 
out there. This is a way of making sure they do the 
best they can.” 

Emma Scott moved down to Devon in 2009 to 
continue her radio career after leaving Birming¬ 
ham-based Kerrang! Radio after five years, which 


She said: “The feedback I received from the 
seminar was amazing. I didn’t think that many 
people would turn up and we had a lot of people 
from bands saying I talked about things they never 
realised before.” 

Her book, Break Your Band - A Guide to Getting 
Radio Airplay, will be available to buy from Amazon 
next month and advises bands how to put together 
the perfect press pack, rules of the radio, which 
presenters play unsigned music and how to get on 
a station’s playlist. 

She said: “I hate the thought that bands are 
wasting their time by sending the wrong material, 
or missing valuable airplay as they’ve sent their CD 
to the wrong address, or offended the DJ by 
spelling his or her name incorrectly. 

“As a presenter I get a real buzz when I get a great 
press pack in the post, and I get even more excited 
when the quality of the band is great too! I love the 
thought that the bands will be listening to their 
songs on the radio, and try and imagine how great 


that must feel.’’The book contains quotes from Kurt 
Cobain, HunterS Thompson, Paul McCartney, Jon 
Bon Jovi, Van Morrison, Elvis Costello and Lou 
Reed, which help show what the music industry is 
really like. 

Emma said: “I guarantee any band who read the 
book and who follow my guidelines will get radio 
airplay - as long as their music is good, that is!” 

The 39-year-old has been working in radio for 23 
years and has received thousands of demos in her 
time at various radio stations, including Heart FM 
and Galaxy. 

Last November, her most successful gig to date 
came when Voodoo Johnson headlined at The 
Slade Rooms. 

The five-piece from Birmingham have gone on 
from strength to strength, from supporting 80s- 
rock band Europe, of Final Countdown fame, to 
headlining their own UK Tour, which visits Wolver¬ 
hampton Slade Rooms on April 24. 

Another success story is The Whiskey Syndi¬ 
cate, a rock foursome from Wolverhampton who 
headlined an Emma Scott Presents gig at The 
Slade Rooms at the beginning of February, and 
released their EP, Stick or Twisted? earlier this year. 

Speaking of The Whiskey Syndicate, Emma said: 
“These guys are someone to look forward to. I’ve 
worked with them a few times and they’re great.” 

The Emma Scott Presents gigs stopped for a 
brief period as she relocated to just outside Exeter, 
but were relaunched again in April last year as 
another success story, The Lines, brought the 
series back in style. 

Since the relaunch, The Lines have gone on to 
headline the Wulfrun Hall, release their debut album 
and support local favourites Ocean Colour Scene. 

Emma is looking forward to a busy future, with 
the hope that many of the bands she has nurtured 
will go on to become staples of the music industry, 
and, no doubt, there are likely to be more books in 
the pipeline.

WOLVERHAMPTON. CIVIC HALL 

The Defamation of Strickland Banks 
became a reality last week as singer 
Plan B brought his story of wrongdoing 
to the Civic Hall. Opening with 
Writing’s On The Wall, the sixth single 
off his album, the London crooner con¬ 
firmed his transition from bad-boy 
rapper to soul superstar. 

The singer, real name Ben Drew, 
played a set full of songs off his second 
album, which tells the story of the fic¬ 
tional singer Strickland Banks, who is 
jailed for a crime he didn’t commit. 
Songs such as Welcome to Hell, The 
Recluse and Traded In My Cigarettes 
document Banks’s struggles with 
coping in jail, while covering up the 
sadness with shimmering Motown 
grooves and crooning soul vocals.

The distinctive narcissus cyclamineus has swept back petals, like a cyclamen 


T here are many small bulbs which 
are coming into flower now, 
helping to keep the snowdrops 
company. 

A little bigger than the snowdrop is the 
summer snowflake. This is about 30 cen¬ 
timetres tall, and white, like the snowdrop, 
but has a green rim to the petals. They mul¬ 
tiply slowly, making a bigger clump each 
year, long enough stems to put into a vase, 


and very pretty. 

Crocuses are, of course, all appearing now, in 
bright orange yellow, purple and white stripes. 

I love the tiny ones, which come in masses and 
always come again, usually a little before the 
bigger ones. 

When the sun comes out they open wide as if 
embracing the suns rays, they are the perfect 
spring’s her alders. 

If they are planted in grass care must be taken 
not to cut the grass until they have died down 
naturally. 

Wonderful 

The crocus leaves build up the corms again 
after flowering; so must be left to get on with 
that before ‘tidying up’ the site. 

Iris stylosa, or unguicularus, as it is now 
called, can flower from November right through 
the winter, but this year it has only just made it, 
so is now looking wonderful. 


They last for such a long time outside, and are 
astonishingly tough for such a tender looking 
flower. 

Ipheion is a small bulb which is not so well 
known, it can have blue or very pale blue 
flowers. It smells very faintly of garlic, so is best 
looked at down the garden, but not picked! I 
think that if it was given a better name it would 
be more popular. 

The ‘baby’ daffodils usually come out a little 
before the big ones. There are the ‘cyclaminius’ 
ones, with swept back petals, and the bul- 
bocodium types, which have a bulbus looking 
skirt instead of a trumpet. 

Most of these small bulbs are best planted in 
a shady place, under shrubs or trees. 

By the time the shrubs have grown their 
leaves they have finished flowering, and are 
dying down, so they are no trouble at all. 

A woodland carpet of anemone nemorosa is a 
beautiful example of this type of planting.

Modern, desirable and so French 



The 508’s shape has prescence and style The 508 is a desirable, capable saloon that will give buyers plenty to think about 


W e’ll do our best to 
steer well clear of 
national stereo¬ 
types for obvious reasons, 
but to give credit where it’s 
due the best French cars 
are decidedly, well - 
French. 

If you pick through the 
highlights of Peugeot’s back 
catalogue, the more they 
have stuck to their guns 
rather than trying to chase 
the approach of rival manu¬ 
facturers, the better the end 
product. 

By mutual agreement the 205 
of 1983 is regarded as the finest 
Peugeot of recent times, blessed 
as it was with a pretty body, 
simple interior and a sweet 
driving experience. 

Wagons 

But Peugeot also enjoys a rep¬ 
utation as a maker of fine mid¬ 
sized saloons and wagons, with 
the 505, 405 and recent 407 
being the pick of the bunch. 

It is the job of the 508 to take 
on that mantle, a difficult task 
given that it has to please the 
Gallic purists who want to see a 
floaty ride and a quirky cabin as 
well as tempt those who are on 
their fifth German saloon in as 


many years and are quite happy, 
thank you very much. 

It is a fierce market to compete 
in with manufacturers fighting 
over a gradually falling number 
of buyers. 

But thankfully the Peugeot 
artisans have taken the holistic 
approach to the problem and 
decided that their own way is the 
only way. 


First impressions confirm that 
this is a truly modern Peugeot, 
much in the spirit of the 3008 
crossover in that it steadfastly 
refuses to simply follow existing 
trends. 

The shape has presence and 
an unmistakable style: this could 
not be confused with the 
product from another country. 

The Peugeot badge takes 


pride of place on the distinctive 
nose while the slim windows and 
gently curving shoulder line give 
it more of a coupe look - some¬ 
thing that will no doubt be met 
with enthusiasm by potential 
owners. 

There are LED lights at the rear 
too, designed to look like claws 
on the saloon, all of which adds 
up to a quality feel. Quality is 


clearly a priority on the inside too 
and it is pleasing to see smart 
new switchgear deployed on the 
dashboard. 

Console 

A large screen sits at the 
centre of things with the main 
controls on the centre console, 
while the usual clever arrange¬ 
ment of buttons on the steering 


wheel mean everything is within 
easy reach. Add in the head-up 
display that’s already been put to 
good use elsewhere in the 
Peugeot range and the 508’s 
cabin has plenty going for it - not 
least an abundance of space for 
front and rear occupants. 

Although not available on the 
saloon, it is worth mentioning the 
panoramic glass roof available 
on the SW version which runs 
almost the length of the car and 
provides a wonderfully airy 
feeling for passengers. 

The French firm hasn’t 
skimped on the engineering for 
the sake of a posh cabin. 

Wishbone 

Unlike all of its rivals there are 
two types of front suspension 
design depending on the specifi¬ 
cation of the car, with the higher 
end versions gaining a more 
sophisticated double wishbone 
set-up. 

However, you need not feel 
short-changed if you go for the 
lesser version: despite the clear 
advantages on paper, the simpler 
front strut layout delivers such a 
good balance between sharp, 
consistent responses and a fluid 
ride that you’ll forget all about the 
next model up. 

Just like all the best Peugeots 
the 508 breezes along even more 
challenging roads and is happy 


to waft when required to do so. 

With high levels of noise insu¬ 
lation and even the more humble 
four-cylinder diesel unit up front 
there is very little to disturb cabin 
occupants. 

Large distances can be 
covered with great ease. 

Better still the 508 is just as 
happy to play in the bends, pro¬ 
viding resolute grip and a forgiv¬ 
ing nature. 

There can be no question that 
the 508 has to face off against 
some very tough opposition. 

But the great news is that this 
is the most convincing response 
to its rivals, and building on the 
strengths of the outgoing car has 
resulted in a complete, desirable 
and capable saloon that will give 
private and fleet buyers some¬ 
thing to think about.

The concept, displayed at the 
Geneva International Motor Show, 
is “small on the outside but big on 
the inside” as designers have 
striven to make the best available 
use of space. 

The Rocketman is around lift 
long and seats three adults plus a 
child while retaining the fun-to- 
drive handling ability that charac¬ 
terises the brand. 

It implements the traditional 
principles of the classic Mini with a 
lightweight construction and inno¬ 
vative seats and doors, along with 
the use of groundbreaking tech¬ 
nologies for connecting its occu¬ 
pants with the outside world. 


The concept is an agile three- 
door car which offers comfortable 
accommodation for the driver, front 
passenger and another passenger, 
and can add afourth individual seat 
in the rear if necessary. 

The capacity of the luggage 
compartment can be adapted to 
the passengers’ requirements just 
as flexibly. 

The innovative door and tailgate 
concept developed for the Mini 
Rocketman ensures extremely 
comfortable entry and uncompli¬ 
cated loading.

If at first you don’t succeed, try, try, try 
again. For the first time since October, 
Walsall are out of the League One drop 
zone. 

Three priceless points against Southampton 
eased them to fifth-from-bottom and convinced 
many fans the Great Escape is on. 

A side who were dead has now come to life. There 
is tangible, cautious optimism as every element of 
the club is reignited and the spirit which had been 
crushed has returned. 

It was third time lucky for the Saddlers - who had 
missed two other opportunities to leapfrog Swindon 
- and it epitomised the turnaround under boss Dean 
Smith. 

In January, Saddlers lost 3-0 to Notts County, a 
wretched performance which sealed the fate of Chris 
Hutchings. Two months later and Walsall have hope. 

Smith and the players have given their fans some¬ 
thing they could only have dreamed of until recently. 

But now there is a different kind of pressure. The 
heat is on to maintain the charge at Yeovil. Fortune 
favours the brave and Walsall cannot afford to stop 
here. 

Demanding 

The season is an endurance test, one to see who 
can roll with the punches. And against Southampton 
they proved they have the stamina. 

It is a result which will send shockwaves through 
the division - at both ends - but could have been so 
different but for Jimmy Walker and the defence. 

Walker excelled and his reaction save from Jose 
Fonte’s header, just a minute before Jon Macken’s 
goal, proved a pivotal moment. 

The veteran shot-stopper has shone since his 
return last October and yet again proved his worth 
in a team who fought with him. Smith handed a 
debut to Argentine midfielder Emmanuel Ledesma, 
who supported Macken in a new 4-4-1-1 formation. 

All eyes were on the attacker and the former 
Genoa ace adds mystique to the Saddlers. An outing 
which saw flashes of his undoubted talent was prom¬ 
ising and his willingness to fight even more so. 

Asking him to perform miracles from a standing 
start is too demanding but the new-boy will 
undoubtedly improve. 

Patience is a virtue and, while he will dip in and 
out, there will not be many struggling teams with a 
player like him. But for much of the game Ledesma 
was forced to battle as Southampton dominated. 

Morgan Schneiderlin shot wastefully at Walker as 
early as the fourth minute before the veteran keeper 
smothered Lee Barnard’s low effort.

Walker’s best moment of magic came when he 
thwarted Fonte with a magnificent point-blank 
block on 68 minutes. It proved crucial. Immediately, 
Lescott found Macken in the clear, due to Jaidi losing 
his bearings, and the striker slotted home.

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POINT’S MADE EVEN 
IF GOALS ARE NOT 

SWINDON 0 WALSALL 0 

he County Ground has held signifi¬ 
cant sway in Walsall’s recent 
history. Now they hope it will help 
define their future. 

In 2007 Swindon and the Saddlers shared a 
1-1 draw to win promotion to League One. On 
Saturday they fought out a stalemate for the 
right to stay there. 

A dull draw could pull the wool over everyone’s 
eyes and be rated unimportant. Yet it was a decisive 
weekend, one which will play a part in fates come 
May. 

On reflection it helps neither side in their imme¬ 
diate quest to pull away from the bottom but, long¬ 
term, it is a better one for Walsall than Swindon. 

Results elsewhere ensured the pack squeezed up 
behind them and left just a little less breathing space 
at the bottom. 

Dagenham’s win over Bristol Rovers and Ply¬ 
mouth’s victory at Sheffield Wednesday were warn¬ 
ings that no-one can be written off in this 
extraordinary survival battle. 

But Walsall’s draw stretched their unbeaten run 
to three games — they have lost just twice in 10 - and 
maintained their status outside the bottom four. 

Rather than being a “must win” game it was a 
“must not lose” outing as defeat would have plunged 
the Saddlers back into the drop zone and left them 
with a points and games disadvantage. As it is they 
remain fifth bottom with that all-important psycho¬ 
logical advantage of looking down. 

Frontrunners 

Dagenham’s four games in hand are, of course, a 
worry but the Saddlers have got the points on the 
board and at this stage that’s what matters. 

Every other club below them wants to be in 
Walsall’s shoes and for as long as they remain the 
frontrunners, the Saddlers are the envy of their rel¬ 
egation rivals. 

As it is, toothless Swindon will have a job staying 
up and they now languish behind Dagenham and the 
Saddlers. 

The heat was on the Robins with a packed house, 
a new manager in Paul Hart and the chance to 
escape the bottom four at the first time of asking. 

Really all the Saddlers had to do was frustrate and 
half the job was done. They did that with a little 
elbow grease without seriously threatening them¬ 
selves. 

Richard Taundry’s deflected effort and the mid¬ 
fielder’s header which landed on the roof of the net 
was about as good as it got as Walsall failed to find 
their attacking rhythm. 

Unspectacular 

Jon Macken and Emmanuel Ledesma failed to 
click while the midfield - with Marc-Antoine 
Gbarssin enjoying a solid if unspectacular debut - 
never penetrated. 

Defensively, though, the Saddlers shone again. It 
is now three clean sheets in succession — four in their 
last five games - as boss Dean Smith and defenders- 
turned-coaches Jon Whitney and Chris Nicholl 
stamp their mark on the team. 

Since Smith was named permanent manager they 
have conceded just nine goals in 11 games, plugging 
the leak which was threatening to send them down 
without a trace. 

Only Colchester and Bournemouth have broken 
the backline in the last six games, the defensive 
solidity a far cry from the team which leaked 44 goals 
in Chris Hutchings’ 26 outings this season. The con¬ 
centration is now there, a steely determination 
which resonates around the well balanced back four. 

The new defensive resilience was underlined in 
Wiltshire even if they were rarely put under sus¬ 
tained pressure by Swindon. 

Andy Butler, the ever-improving Oliver Lan¬ 
cashire and Jimmy Walker formed the bulk of the 

resistance while Taundry covered an extraordinary .
